NORTHWESTERN WHEAT CROP. 
FIVE MILLION BUSHELS SHORT. 
{BY DIRECT WIKZ TO THE TIMES.! 

TACOMA, Sept. 11.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The Wheat corp of Washing- 
ton, Idaho and Oregon turns out to 
be 5,000,000 bushels short of the expec- 
tations of grain men. This announce- 
ment is made today by State Grain 
Inspector Arrasmith on his return from 
a tour of Eastern Washington grain 
districts. He says the grain is shrunk 
in the dryer districts, and that smut 
has injured the crop almost every- 
where. The net result is to make the 
crop 10 to 15 per cent. short of last 
year’s yield. The Washington 
wil) thus be twenty-seven to twenty- 
eight miilion bushels, as compared with 
32,000,000 bushels last year. There is a 
similar shrinkage in Idaho and East- 
ern Oregon. This situation is attrib- 
uted to the bad spring, when frosts 
kified much winter wheat and the land 
was then resown with spring grain. 
_Preparations are under way for fall 
sowing. and much new land is being 
broken in Douglas, Lincoln and Adam:

MAUS FOUGHT CHOLERA. 

HE RETURNS FROM MANILA. 
‘BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 11.—Lieut.- 
Col. M. P. Maus, who was comrmis- 
sioner of public health for the Philip- 
pine Islands, and who was recently re- 
lieved from duty, Was a passenger on 
the transport Meade, which arrived to- 
day. Col. Maus had entire control of 
the fight waged against the epidemic of 
cholera in the islands. He is hopeful 
of the outlook, and thinks the worst 
ts over. He declares that the disease 
was brought to Manila by ships from 
Hongkong. As a rule, only the lower 
classes contract the disease, and they 
only through their own indiscretions. 
The most rigid sani measures have 
been adopted in Manila and through- 
out the archipelago. Sterilized water 
is supplied to every one and all food is 
inspected. Cases are invariably 
lated when discovered. * 

Col. Maus thinks the epidemic win 
die out before November 1. The chief 
difficulty he had to contend with, he 
says, was the fatalism of the natives 
and the opposition of the Spanish 
friars, who told the natives they did 
not have cholera. He reports that 
from last March. when the firet out- 
break occurred, up to A st 9. when 
he left Manila, t ‘had been from 
twenty to thirty cases of the disease 
daily. and it had spread through many 
provinces of Luzon, and down to is!i- 
ands of Cebu and Samar, but, owing 
to strict sanitary measures, the d Se 
was at last apparently under control.

The present market price of 
sugar is entirely too low to yie'd sate 
isfactory profit to the refiner, despite 
the fact that refiners in this couriry 
are almost two weeks behind in delivery 
and are running their plan:s to their 
full capacity. The stocks of sugar in 
the hands of grocers throughout the 
country have been so low fur a yrur 
that the increased demand of the fruit- 
canning season, now at its height, has 
caused the current movement of ie 
fined sugar to be very heavy. In a 
month, however, just when the new 
crop of beet sugar is coming o mar- 
ket. the demand will have falled off 
materially.

He says that, al- 
though the growers realise the cause of 
their unprofitable condition, it is im- 
possible to curtail production in any 
other way than by the slow process of 
economic adjustment.

Doom of Russian Peazantry. 


The Russian pearantry is gradually 
becoming a horseless peasantry. a 
peasantry without cattle and without 
sheep. Though the agricultural popu- 
lation has increased largely during the 
last generation, the peasants have not 
only fewer horses and cattle per head. 
but they possess fewer absolutely. In 
the black earth central governments, 
where the peasants have lost 44 per 
cent. of their food, they have lost no 
less than 48 per cent. of their cattle. In 
the Volga provinces a similar decline 
in horse breeding took place. The num- 
ber of peasants with even one horse 
has decreased; with the result that the 
average Russian village today contains, 
what it never contained in the days of 
of serfare, a large number of families 
who are totally incapable of farming, 
and who are forced to.let their fields 
to the prosperous minority, and hire 
themselves out as laborers, either in 
the field or the factory. After a bad 
harvest the peasant is compelled to sell 
his horte in order to pay his taxes. He 
must sell it in the autumn, when prices 
are low; in spring he has no money 
to buy it back. and recourse to the 
money lender at 1000 per cent. ruins 
him.—[ Pilgrim.

LOBBYIST.” 


Work Done by Dr. Crafts 
in Washington. 
An Important Factor in 
Legislation. 


Novel but Effective Methods 
Employed—Free Use 
of Mails.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—Whatever | 


opinion individuals may have concern- 
img any or all of the legislative meas- 
ures for which the National Reform 
Burcau, of which Dr. Wilbur F. Crafts 
is the superintendent, may be work- 
ing, its Importance as a factor in the 
life of this capital cannot safely be 
disregarded. Dr. Crafts calls himseif 
“a Christian lobbyist,” and in the se- 
kection of that title is unique, not oni 
among avowed lobbyists, but aiso 
among professional workers in moral 


and rel gious causes. He deserves the 


credit of having discovered, as ii were, 
the jatent power of the religious peuple 
in this country, chiefly the membership 
of the evangelical churches, and of 
devising means of applying that power 
to the wheels of current legislation, 
with results which have been striking. 
These show the power of organizatioa 
and of method, and they incidentally 
revcal some of the facilities which Un- 
cle bam offers to anyone skillful enough 
to ute them. 

“s Can reach a thousand persons 
for a dollar, with a letter having the 
autograph ia facsimile of a Senator or 
Representative in the upper ieft-hand 
corner, and so likely to attract atten- 
tion,” said Dr. Crafts, to your cor- 
respondent one day, in“explaining his 
method. Envelopes of the ordinary 
letter size are selected and of white 
paper whenever possible. There Dr. 
Crafts gets by the thousand, free of 
charge, from the various Congress.nen 
whose names they bear. They go 
through the maiis under the franking 
privilege. The only requisite ig that 
their contents shall be “government 
matter,“ but that is easily enough se- 
cured either by having whatever the 
bureau desires to circulate made a part 
of somebody's speech, or otherwise 
brought into official records. Reports 
of hearings may be franked. So many 
special articles prepared for the in- 
struction of a committee on any topic 
whenever the committee votes to print 
them. The bureau then gets 
not only its envelopes and postage 
free, but a certain large number of 


copies of the leaflet which it is desired 


to convey. Sometimes Congress does 


not authorize the printing of enough 
copies to meet the bureau's needs and 
then Dr. Crafts has to pay out of his 
own fund the cost, aside from the type- 


setting, of striking some more. 
But this ig not large. 


The importance of this plan is not 


s0 mauch in the pecuniary saving which 


it es a bureau depending on 


voluntarily contributions, as in the im- 


pression that it makes on the mind 
of the recipient. “I read this docu- 
ment through three times,” said «a 


prominent Massachusetts business man, 


“in order to discover why Senator 
Hawley of Connecticut, was sending 
it to me.” At last, unable to unravel 


the mystery, he wrote to the Senator. 


thanking him for the document, but

The members of the or- 
ganization. of whom there are 5000 pay- 
ine annual dues, the clergymen of all 
the churches and many others who 
may be interested, receive information 
from time to time during the session 
of the measures upon which the bu- 
reau is working. Thus informed as to 
the lecielative outlook these constitu- 
ents write to their Senators or Repre- 
sentatives, or telegraph to them. as the 
situation may demand. and this is 
whet swells the mall. Just at present 
the bureau is bending its energies along 
a rew line. toward having the con- 
atituent sce in person the members of 
Congresse when they are at hame dur- 
ine the Congressional vacation.

OXNARD, Sept. 11.—Capt. MX. 
J. Daniels of Riverside will rep- 
recent the Eighth California Dis- 
trict in Congress, and will be the 
first member of Congress from this 
district, as it is at present constituted. 
He was nominated for Congress today 
by the Eighth District Republican con- 
vention after one of the hardest and 
most interesting political fights which 
has ever been waged in Southern Cali- 
fornia, and in this district, which at a 
conservative estimate is safely 2500 Re- 
publican, the nomination is tantamount 
to election. It took twenty-three bal- 
lots to decide the fight, or fifty-nine,

NO PRELIMINARIES.

D. Wilder of Tustin acted as secretary. 
There were no preliminary speeches, 
but as soon as the delegates assembled 
Judge Gregg stated that the conven- 
tion having adjourned at Sacramento 
after having perfected organization. 
the only order of business was to pro- 
ceed with — 2 He thereupon 
called for a ballot, t first of the . 
and the thirty-seventh of the conven- 
tion. The result was practically the 
same as the last taken at Sacramento. 
It was: Capt. M. J. Daniels of River- 
side, 30: State Senator A. E. Nutt of 
San Diego, 3%; State 
Smith of Kern, d and H. C. 
Santa Barbara, 10; necessary to a 
choice, 

Seeing that he had no possibie 
chance of winning, Booth dropped out 
on the second ballot, and the chairman 
of the Santa Barbara delegation, State 
Senator Greenwell, 2 ten votes 
of that county for Otherwise 
there were no changes.

This standing 
mainta ned through the fifty-third 
lot. 

On the fifty-fourth, the vote stood 
the same as on the ond ba lot of 
the day, but in the next few Smith's 
stock took an upward turn, and he 
reached flood tide on the fifty-sixtn 
Dallot, with 42 votes, to 3% for Nutt, 
ani 27 for Daniels.

Capt. Daniels’s Career. 

Capt. M. J. Daniels, the nominee of 
the Republicans for Congress in the 
new Eighth District, is a native of New 
York. and is more than 60 years of age. 
In 1856 he moved to Minnesota before 
the admission of that State into the 
Union, and made his home at Rochester 
during a period when Indians made it 
unsafe for a white man to wander from 
home. For ten years he was a member 
ot the Upper House of the Minnesota 
Legislature, and as such voted for 
William Windom, Gen. W. D. Wash- 
burn and Cushman K. Davis for United 
States Senators. He came to Califor- 
nia in 1889, but it was necessary for 
him to return to Minnesota to attend a 
session of the Legislature before set- 
tling in this State. At the conclusion 
of that session he moved to California, 
and has since resided in or near Riv- 
erside.

WASHINGTON, Sept 9.—By far the 
best advertised boarding-house in the 
United States is that which Dr. H. W. 
Whiley, chief of the division of chem- 
istry of the Department of Agriculture, 
will open in the fall, under authority of 
un act of Congrers, for the purpose of 
testing the effects of various preserva- 
tives, coloring substances, and other 
food admixtures upon persons in 
health. The proporal has been treated 
flppantly by so many of the pera- 
graphers as to convey an altogether 
wrong idea of its seriousness and im- 
portance. Dr. Wiley, who has just re- 
turned from Europe, gives your corre- 
spondent an interesting account of the 
progress of his preparations. 

Obviously the boarders are the most 
important element in a boarding-house. 
Expecially is it so of this one. Accord- 
ingly, tramps, hobos, cranks, and all 
who are seeking free board for the 
board's own sake, have been notified 
that their tervices were not desired. 
Dr. Wiley will procure the very most 
intelligent persons that he can find for 
his tables, two in number, and accom- 
modating about six persons each.

One Man by the Use of Dams Made 
His Land Eighteen Inches Deeper is 
a Year. 

[Syracuse (Neb.) Corresponderice New 
York Sun:] Farm building is the lat- 
est avocation of the Nebraska farmer. 
After the harvesting of the crops thou- 
sands of farmers ir eastern Nebraska 
wil! spend weeks in the construction 
of dams that will catch for them new 
land. Most of these farmers have been 
driven to this by the heavy rains of 
this summer. which have carried away 
the Diack soll from thetr farms, end 
left them with only clay subsoil. 

Lewis C. Burnett of Otoe county. in 
a published letter, insists that the im- 
pairment of the soll in this manner 
this year far exceeds the loss caused 
by the drought of last year. 

“The surface soll that is washed off 
with each rain or flood,” he says, “is 
to the earth what cream ts to milk. 
and while the subsol| !s rich and with 
plenty of manure and good cultivation 
can be made to produce good crops, 
eventually, the biack earth, which it 
has taken ages to prepare for the use 
of man, can never be reproduced. The 
loss will not be felt in diminished 
crops this year. but the sof] will neve; 
be as as before and the droughts 
of coming years will hurt the farmers 
worse than ever.” 

It is agreed by the experts that the 
only way to save the black soll for 
Nebraska is to bulld dams that win 
catch the sediment before it goes into 
the Missouri. This ts comparatively 
inexpensive, but involves a great dea! 
of labor. The farmers have been en- 

in recent years in ting and 
itching their lands. and this system, 
while abolishing chille and fever. has 
robbed the land of its natural storage 
reservoirs and impoverished the soil. 

By a creek which empties into the 
Missouri. Charles Clayton of 
county, has a 400-acre farm which he 
“bullt" by the use of dams. This vear 
has has caught eighteen inches of 801 
wash og an eighty-acre farm. His 
whole farm is made up of washings 
from his neighbors’ holdings. He has 
bullt up his farm until! ft ts beyond the 
reach of high water.

Late irrigation not only epreads the 
disease physically, but aggravates the 
conditions necessary for the ravages of 
the blight It ts true that non-ir- 
rigated orchards will not produce as 
heavily as those given plenty of water 
as the crop reaches maturity. But it 
win make up for the deficiency in the 
quality of the nuts. The treatment of 
this dewtructive vegetable organism 
has not been very successful and those 
engaged in the business are pleased 
with this season's experience, sho ing 
that of some esearons, at least, the 
disease is controiled by natural laws— 
perhaps climatic as well as through 
irrigation.

The Coming Orange Crop. 

A subscriber to The Times has visited 
the principal orange growing sections, 
including Azusa, Covina, Riverside and 
Rediands. He says the crop win be 
short. “In most orange orchards that 
were irrigated and kept in first-class 
condition the falling off was as great 
as from trees that did ot receive 
full irrigation.” he writes. “No one 
can account for it. Upon consulting 
with some of the most prominent or- 
ange growers, they said it was caused 
by the cold weather. The vitality is 
not in the tree, consequently the or- 
anges kept falling off. After a caré- 
ful estimate and giving the beneftts 
of all doubts, I have placed the com- 
ing crop ‘at from 12,000 to 15,000 car- 
loads. This indicates good prices. 
Christmas fruit will be scarce, as the 
fruit is from four to six weeks late. 
I am talking from experience. The or- 


‘chard I represent has 2000 Washington 


navels, ten to eleven years old, kept 
up in Ine condition, and 1000 trees late 
Valencias. I desire to put the facts 
before the trade, as predictions are 
out for a large orange crop. The fruil 
is not on the trees. : 

So writes J. B. Cohn of Agusa. Those 
familiar with the conditions further 
east verify the estimate made by Mr. 
Cohn, though I have not seen it figured 
out in carioads before. It is also 
pretty conclusively established that the 
cold weather of last winter damaged 
the fruit suprs from which the pres- 
ent crop has sprung, hence the short- 
age.

Texas Fever Light. 

A veterinary surgeon of Downey says 
the condition of dairy and range stock 
is very favorable this year. He is 
personally acquainted with the con- 
ditions within a radius of ten miles 
from his home. When asked concern- 
ing the prevalence of Texas fever in 
his district he said but little stock 
had been affected this and 
those of a very mild, though unmis- 
takable, type. He had treated many 
cases of fever and found little din 
culty in controlling the disease if 
reached within reasonable time. The 


phur, uped ag a paint, to kill the ticks 
that cause the disease. Three years 
ago I drove over a large portion of 
Los Angeles and Riverside counties 
to discover the conditions of the 
range stock at that time. I found 
whole bands of cattie dying with the 
fever, in ome case so badly that the 
roadway was blocked with the car- 
casses of the stricken animals. This 
was on the Jurupa ranch. Farther 
down in the county the destruction 
was equal as marked. From the 
foregoing teport from the dairy sec- 
tions and ranges a great improve- 
ment is noted, probably on account 
of the change to norma! seasons of 
rainfall again. This has disinfected 
the pasturage and cleaned the herbage 
from an abundance of ticks. 

A New Combine. 

When the California Fruit Distribu- 
tors, an organisation of dealers in 
fresh deciduous fruits, was fogmed last 
spring their articles set forth that the 
principal object of the combine was to 
furthe- the interests of the growers 
and shippers of fresh fruits, to extend 
the markets for the same and to do 
other things calculated to cause the 
orchardists to rise and call them 
blessed. The effect of this strong or- 
ganization upon the trade from the 
growers standpoint was not paracnome- 
nal, notwithstanding the glowing 
propaganda set forth by the officers of 
the Fruit Distributors’ Company. 

I notice some of the same firms inp 
affiliation with the distributors also 
connected with the peach combine. 
Griffin & Skelly. Porter Bros., Phoenix; 
Castie Bros., Guggenheim and Ro- 
senberg Bros. are reported to have 
combined to fix the prices of dried 
peaches. The general is to fix 
the maximum price which will be paid 
for peaches and a minimum price at 
which dried peaches wili be placed 
upon the eastern markets. The max- 
imum price is said to be 4% cents per 
pound. No packer in the combine is 
permitted to pay more than this ficure. 
but he is not restricted from buying as 
cheaply as the grower wil sell. The 
cheaper he buys peaches the larger 
his margin. The minimum price to the 
eastern trade s sald to be about .

By 
that time I had conquered. but yet hed 
to keep the hoe going to dig cut every 
bit that appeared a e the surface.

Lima Bean Crop. 

It is freely predicted that the lima 
bean crop et Ventura d Santa Bar- 
bara counties will be a t the same as 
that of last season, say, 536,000 bags or 
better. There are now on hand some- 
thing like 60,000 or perhaps 60,000 bags. 
Sore growe es claim individually a de- 
creased acreage to beans, but to offset 
this, there are many acres that last 
year were in barley which are now 
in mas. What is taken from beans fo; 
sugar beets is compensated br by bar- 
ley being taken for beans, fo matters 
even themselves up. The yield of limas 
on either beet or bariey ground is very 
liable to not come up to average, yet 
everything on such lands at this writ- 
ing is fa\orable for a good output. 

The season which we have just 
passed through has been one of the 
most favorabie for many years. Last 
season at this time there were but few 

s set on the vines, and all of the 

ns were mostly grown on the run- 
ners, while this year the setting of 
pods has been around the base of the 
vine, and we can look for the beans to 
be of better quality. The harvest is 
three weeks earlier than a year ago. 
Cutting is now going on and new crop 
beans will de on the market by Sep- 
tember 15. This early condition of the 
crop has been anticipated for fully two 
months. —I[ICallforma Fruit Grower.

American Tea. 

Another instance of the practical work 
being done by the ent is fur- 
nished by the recent sale of American- 
grown tea on the New York market at 
$4 per pound. The first experiments in 
growing tea in the United States 
were undertaken during the ad- 
ministration of President Hayes, 
Mr. Le Due then being Commissioner 
of Agriculture. These experiments, con- 
ducted at Pinehurst, N. C., were subse- 
quentiy discontinued, the results ob- 
tained not being considered of sufficient 
importance to wa t their eontinu- 
ance. They were ta up. however. by 
Charles U. Shepard, who has con- 
tinued them up to the present time and 
with exceptional success Finding it dif- 
ficult to secure the necessary labor at 
the proper time, Mr. Shepard inati- 
tuted a school for colored children, per- 
mitting them to pay for their tuition by 
picking the tea leaves. This scheme 
has worked satisfactorily. Another dif- 
culty encountered was the deficiency 
of rainfall, which Mr. Shepard sur- 
mounted by the breeding of varieties 
which would withstand somewhat pro- 
tracted periods of drought, He further 
determined that tea could be grown in 
competition with the cheap labor of 
China and Japan only on condition 
that the highest-priced varieties be pro- 
cured, and the recent sales on the New 
York market bear ample testimony 
of the success which has attended his 
efforts in this direction. 

Soon after Mr. Wilson became Sec- 
retary of Agriculture he grasped the 
importance of the tea industry to the 
United States. and secured from Con- 
gress a smail appropriation for the 
purpose of coliperating with Mr. Shep- 
ard. At the last seesion of the Fiftv- 
sixth Congress $7000 was appropriated 
for the purpose cf enabling the fecre- 
tary to continve his investigations as to 
whether tea growing could be mace & 
profitable industry of the Southern 
States, and the appropriation for the 
current fiscal year amounts io $10,000 
A vortion of this sum will be expend- 
ed in an experiment calculated to dem- 
onetrate whether a deficiency of rain- 
fall car be supplemented by irrigation. 
It is the belief of the experts who have 
investigated the possibilities of tea 
growing in this country that eventu- 
aly the annual expense in establish- 
ina tea gardens can, apart from the 
fixed wharges, be reduced to Y cents 
per pound, fram which it can be seen 
a handsome profit wil! be realized. One 
of the secrets of the high price pald 
for the Amefican-grown tea fs the fact 
that it is green tea of the most delicate 
favor and perfect color. produced with- 
gut the use of chémicals.

In the Very Heart of New York’s Ul- 
tra-fashionable District Grows a Crop 
of Onions, Beets and Corn on One 
Little Acre Worth $288,000. 


{New York Mail and Express:] Lying 
in the very heart of New York's ultra- 
fashionable district, between West End 
avenue and Riverside drive, is the most 
valuable farm in the world. It is a 
real farm, too, not the fad of a rich 
owner, or the experiment station of 
some cranky vegetarian. It is tilled 
regularly every year, and its produce 
is sold at the nearest market. It is 
only one acre in area, and it is worth 


$288 000. 

In 1863 it formed part of what was 
known as the Broadway Garden. Here 
was a famous recruiting station for the 
government, with a sort of camp and 
barracks combined. When a man en- 
listed he was kept at drills in the camp 
until a batch of other recruits had been 
secured, and an order to move to the 
front had arrived. But patriotism was 
not the sole motive for enlistment in 
those troublous days. A bounty was 
paid. Sometimes the bounty was $300, 
and when recruits were scarce it was 
sometimes as high as $1000. The money 
was paid to the volunteer immediately 
8 enlistment: hence the tempiation 
“jump” the bounty was great in the 
— of certain classes of men.

TUCSON (Ariz.) Sept. 8.—Augustin 
Chacon, one of the most lurid dime- 
nevel bandits the Southwest has ever 
known, is in jail again at Solomon- 
ville, very much to the denen 
of the Southwest. Credit for his 
capture is given to several individuals. 
One story is that he was taken in be- 
low the line, in Sonora, by a citizen 
named McThomas, who delivered him 


„to the Arizona officials north of the 


border. The second story is that the 
capture was made by Burton C. Moss- 
man, late captain of the Arizona 
Rangers, who had been looking for the 
Mexican desperado for several years. 
it is told that he and Deputy Mar- 
shal Stiles gathered Chacon in by an 
ambuscade, as he was in the act of 
opening a pasture gate on the Sneed 
ranch, seven miles north of the inter- 
national line, a short distance from 
Naco. Though Mossman has surren- 
dered his commission in the rangers, 
he was personally interested in Cha- 
con's capture, and has finished off his 
work by a most effective climax. 
Chacon, a bad man from his earliest 
history, is wanted particularly for the 
murder at Morenci of Pablo Salcido 
in 1895, a crime for which he was sen- 
tenced to be hanged. He escaped from 
jail at Solomonville within a week of 
the time set for his execution. He is 
also charged with the atrocious mur- 


der of two prospectors on Eagle Creek, 


near Morenci, in 1896, and of an old 
prospector found murdered in a lonely 
shaft. Latterly, he has been operat- 
ing in Northern Sonora with Burt Al- 
vord and other outlaws. It is believed 
that the train robbery on the Sonora 
read, near Hermosillo, last Sunday 
night, was done by a band headed by 
Alvord. The three robbers undoubted! 
were Americans, and they did their jo 
in a very businesslike and experie 
manner. 

They stopped the train by the explo- 
sion of a t One man boarded 
the engine and heid a pistol at the head 
of the engineer, while the others tried 
to gain admittance to the express car. 
The messenger had locked himself se- 
curely in the car, and instead of open- 
ing the door on demand, fired several 
shots through the side of the car. There 
was a panic on the train as soon as the 
state of affairs became known, but one 
passenger dropped into the darkness 
and fired a single shot at the robbers, 
who, thinking the passengers were be- 
ginning a flank movement upon them, 
hastily withdrew to their horses, tied 
near by, and galloped into the dark- 
ness. A squadron of Mexican cavalry 
was started after them, the trail lead- 
ing into the Hermosillo Mountains, but 
nothing has been heard since of either 
pursuers or pursued. 

SPORT'S DRAMATIC SUICIDE. 

Frank P. Kelly. a mining man, best 
known as “a dead-game sport,” by his 
own hand “passed in his chips” at 
Douglas, Monday night. Kelly hag 
been manager of the Corona Mining 
Company's property, in Sonora, fifty 
miles south of Dougias. He secured 
capital to the amount of $8000 in New 
York for the development of the prop- 
erty. It is told that the first thing he 
did with his. newly-acquired wealth 
was to charter a private car to take 
him from New York to Chicago. The 
$8000 was soon used up and he drew 
upon the directors in New York with 
frequency. Later, investigation showed 
that 
upon the property and that the rest 
had apparently gone in personal dis- 
sipation. 

At Douglas Kelly was under sur- 
veillance of the peace officers, but not 
actually under arrest. His wife had 
arrived from the mine in Mexico and 
had accused him of infidelity. A woman 
known as Rose Wellington was named 
as co-respondent in the case. The 
couple took the curious course of call- 
ing upon Rose, who entered a most 
vigorous denial. Kelly dropped to the 
rear during the discussion, and took 
the opportunity to shoot himeelf 
through the head. 

FOUND BONES AND GOLD. 

Two prospectors, James Jordon and 
Charles Wilson, made a grewsome find 
in an old shaft, about sixty miles south 
of the San Bernardino ranch, in North- 
ern Sonora. Above the shaft was a 
rude fortification of rocks, evidently 
erected as a defense against the Apa- 
ches. The shaft below was dismantied 
and about half full with débris, but the 
prospectors, their interest aroused, 
cleaned it out to its full depth of twen- 
ty-five feet. In the bottom they found 
the skeleton of a man. In the top of 
the skull were two bullet holes and the 
skull was crushed as though by a rock 
dropped from above. At was plain that 
the unfortunate mi had been shot 
from the top of the shaft. presumably 
by Apaches, who had then tossed in 


upon him ricks from the dump. 


A few fragments of old letters were 
found, but the ink had so faded thac 
nothing could be learned through them. 
The prospectors wrapped the bones in 
a blanket and took them to the sur- 
face, where they made decent inter- 
ment, in the hope that the mystery 
might some day be explained. They 
found that the shaft had been sunk on 
a ledge of quartz eight or ten inches 
wide, that showed free gold in quan- 
tity. They sunk the shaft about ten 
feet deeper and were so encouraged 
that they have located the property un- 
det the Mexican laws. 

KILLING NEAR YUMA. 

Four miles west of Yura, at the 
headgate of the Ludy Canal, William 
Womack was shot and killed by John 
Kelly. The Coroner's jury acquitted 
the slayer, on evidence that Womack 
was wholly to blame. He had been or- 
dered away from the neighborhood by 
Kelly, who ig foreman of the canal 
company's construction works, but re- 
turned with a rifle and fired four shots 
at the foreman. The latter returned 
the fire, killing Womack at the first 
shot. Womack's presence at the dam 
is understood to have been in connec-
